Thank you for contacting me regarding research involving human embryos. I appreciate hearing from 
you and would like to take this opportunity to respond. 

Since 1996, the U.S. Congress has banned federal funding of research in which human embryos are 
harmed and destroyed. Current law (PX. 106-1 13) prohibits federal agencies from conducting or 
supporting “research in which a human embryo or embryos are destroyed, discarded, or knowingly 
subjected to risk of injury or death....” Congress banned federal support for this type of research in 
response to the legal and ethical issues surrounding the discovery of human embryonic “stem cells.” 

Embryonic stem cells, which are “harvested” in vitro from days-old human embryos, are cells that some 
researchers believe can be stimulated to grow in many different specialized cells of die body, such as 
blood cells, nerve cells, and muscle cells. When researchers remove stem cells from a living human 
embryo, the embryo dies. 

I have supported the ban on federally funded research involving the destruction of human embryos. 

As you may be aware, in January 1999, the TJ.S. Department of Health and Human Services (HHS) 
issued a legal memorandum that concluded that the ban on federal funding of destructive human embryo 
research does not apply to research involving cells derived from a human embryo as long as die 
derivation of the human embryonic stem cells — and the killing of the human embryo — is carried out 
with private funds. 

In December 1999, the National Institutes of Health (NIH), an agency within HHS that has primary 
responsibility for federally funded biomedical research, responded to HHS's legal opinion by issuing 
draft Guidelines for Research Involving Human Pluripotent Stem Cells. Under the guidelines, N1H- 
supported research on human embryonic stem cells could be conducted only if the cells were derived 
from human embryos that were created for the purpose of infertility treatment and were in excess of the 
clinical need of individuals seeking such treatment -- so-called “surplus” embryos. In addition, the 
guidelines would require that all donations of human embryos be voluntary, informed, and free of 
monetary inducements. 

A final version of the guidelines was issued in August 2000, and NIH immediately began accepting grant 
applications for research projects utilizing human stem cells. According to the final guidelines, all such 
applications were to be reviewed by the new NIH Human Pluripotent Stem Cell Review Group, which 
was established to ensure compliance with the guidelines, in addition to undergoing the normal NIH 
pccr-rcvicw process. 
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Upon taking office in January 2001, President Bush ordered HHS to review the NTH guidelines issued by 
the Clinton administration. During its review, NIH suspended its consideration of grant applications for 
human embryonic stem cell research. 

On August 9, 2001, in a televised address to the nation, President Bush announced his administration’s 
new policy on the use of embryonic stem cells. Under this new policy, taxpayer dollars may only be used 
to fund research on stem cell lines where “the life and death decision has already been made,” that is, on 
existing stem cell lines that were derived using private funds and that were created with the informed 
consent of the donors — free of financial inducements — from embryos intended solely for reproductive 
purposes. 

hr addition, President Bush pledged $250 million towards research into alternatives to human stem cell 
research. In recent years, research has indicated that stem cells harvested from adults, umbilical cord 
blood, and human placentas, as well as stem cells derived from animals, may be able to produce benefits 
similar to those thought to be offered by embryonic stem cells -- without the loss of human life. 
According to a December 1999 NIH report, the use of adult stem cells “would certainly reduce or even 
avoid the practice of using stem cells that were derived from human embryos or human fetal tissue.” As 
scientists continue their research with adult stem cells and discover more and more uses for these cells, 1 
am hopeful that adult stem cells can replace embryonic stem cell research. 

You may also be interested to hear that several bills relating to stem cell research were introduced in the 
107th Congress. For example, on April 5, 2001, Senator Specter introduced the Stem Cell Research Act 
of 2001 (S. 723), which would have given NIH the authority to fund the derivation of stem cells from 
surplus embtyos created in vitro, hi addition, on August 3, 2001, Senator John Ensign (R-NV) 
introduced the Responsible Stem Cell Research Act of 2001 (S. 1349), which would have supported 
research into alternative stem cell sources. S. 1349 would have established a National Stem Cell Donor 
Bank to obtain donations of qualifying human stem cells and make the donated cells available for 
biomedical research and therapeutic purposes. Under S. 1349, qualifying human stem cells would have 
been limited to cells obtained from human placentas, umbilical cord blood, organs or tissues of a living 
or deceased human being who has been bom, or organs or tissues of unborn human offspring who died of 
natural causes. Each of these bills was referred to die Senate Committee on Health, Education, Labor 
and Pensions, on which I do not serve. No further action was taken on either of these hills before the 
107th Congress adjourned in November 2002. 

Again, thank you for contacting me. I will continue to follow this important issue with vigilance and 
concern and will be sure to keep your views in mind should the full Senate consider related legislation in 
the 108th Congress. In the meantime, please do not hesitate to let me know if you have any additional 
questions or comments.

Thank you for contacting my office to express your views regarding abortion. I appreciate hearing from you and 
would like to take this opportunity co respond. 

I am pro-life. I believe that life is sacred and should be protected. I support measures to discourage and limit 
abortion, except in cases where a mother’s life is in danger. I oppose taxpayer funding of abortions, and I support 
parental consent laws. I believe that the gruesome partial-birth abortion procedure should be prohibited unless 
necessary to save the life of the mother. I also support prohibiting the transportation of minors across state lines 
in circumvention of laws requiring the involvement of parents in abortion decisions, except when the abortion is 
necessary to save the life of the minor. 

Clearly, abortion is one of the most controversial issues of our time, and there are good and decent people on both 
sides who can disagree. Moreover, there are measures where both sides can surely come to terms. For example, 
in the 106th Congress, the Senate passed the Partial-Birth Abortion Ban Act of 1999 (S. 1692) by a de finitive 
vote of 63-34 on October 21, 1999. In addition, Senator Larry Craig (R-ID) and a bipartisan group of Senators 
sponsored the Hope for Children. Act (S. 341) in the 106th Congress to permanently extend the tax credit for 
adoption expenses and to adjust the limitations on such credit for inflation. On issues like partial-birth abortion, 
parental notification, and support for adoption and foster parenting, the nation as a whole may begin to come 
together.

As you know, this legislation bans the 
procedure of partial-birth abortion, where a child is partially delivered until some portion of the 
fetus is outside the body of the mother. It is then killed with scissors and suction tubes, and the 
delivery is completed. This is a particularly barbaric form of abortion, and even many pro-choice 
Members of Congress have supported banning it. Most recently, H.R. 4965 passed the House of 
Representatives by a large margin. It had my vote and my support. 

I agree that the Senate should pass it immediately without any changes. Contrary to what 
some believe, H.R. 4965 does indeed include an exception for those situations in which a 
partial-birth abortion is necessary to save the life of the mother. However, it goes on to list 
evidence, based on extensive medical testimony compiled during Congressional hearings, of how 
rarely this procedure is necessary to preserve the health of a woman. In other words, previous 
experience tells us that partial-birth abortions are almost never necessary to save the life of a 
mother; but if at some point it became necessary for some reason, it would be allowed under 
H.R. 4965.
